The so-called “spade convention” 
has been referred to many times in 
these articles, The convention requires 
the partner of the this who makes an 
informatory double of a no-trump to 
bid a four-card spade suit in preference 
to a longer minor suit or a stronger 
four-card heart suit. For example: 


Y Clube K 0 10, 7,4 
: : ubs — 7,

teas : Spades —9, 8, 6, 3 


No score, rubber game. Z dealt, bid one 
no-trump and A doubled. If ¥ ; 
B should bid two spades rather than 
two clubs, even siouas the club suit is 
longer and stronger than the spade suit. 
The doubler always should be prepared 
for the epede bid. By “prepared” is 
meant either to assist the spade bid or 
deny it by a bid of his own. 

Suppose B held the following hand: 


Hearts — A, 4 
Clubs —7, ont 
Diamonds — J, 7,4 
Spades — 9, 8, 6, 2 


If A doubld Z’s one no-trump and Y 
passed, B should bid two spades in 
preference to two hearts, even though 
the heart suit is much the stronger. 

Suppose, however, that B held the 
following hand: 


Hearts—- J, 10, 7, 4, 2 
Clubs — 10, 7 
Diamonds — bE 4 
Spades —A, K, 7, 2 


If Adoubled one no-trumpand Y ; 
B should bid two hearts in preference 
to two spades, This is on!y exception to 
the spade convention: That is, if the 
player holds five or more hearts and 
only four spades, he should bid two 
hearts rather than two spades. If part- 
ner should then overbid, B should bid 
three spades. Such bidding shows exact- 
ly four spades and five or more hearts. 
_A very fine example of the applica- 
tion of the spade convention was no- 
ticed the other night at one of the New 
York Card Clubs:

No score, rubber game, Z dealt and bid 
One no-trump. A doubled, Y bid two 
diamonds and B bid two spades, This 


bid by B is a fine illustration of the 
spade convention. Even a seven-card 
club suit didn’t tempt B to bid three 
clubs. The double by A indicated that 
he could support a two sine bid by 
B but said nothing about club support. 
For that reason, Properly complied 
with partner’s request by bidding two 
spades. Z then bid two no-trump, A bid 
three spades and Y and B passed. Z 
doubled and A and Y passed. Should 
B then have bid four clubs or have 
stuck to the spade bid? B properly stuck 
to spades. His partner told him twice 
that he wanted to play spades, first by 
his informatory double, and second by 
his three spade bid. For that reason, it 
was B's duty to pass and not show his 
club suit. In the play of the hand, A-B 
made four spades doubled and thus 
gave another good illustration of the 
value of the spade convention when 
properly played. A’s hand was as fol- 


lows: 
Hearts — K, Q, 8, 7, 5 
Clubs — none 
Diamonds — K, 10, 4, 2 
Spades — A, 9, 8, 6 


Z opened a club so that B was able to 
get a cross ruff working at once. Asa 
result, Y-Z only made the ace of hearts 
and two spade tricks. It was a pretty 
hand and one that should be carefully 
noted. Similar opportunities occur 
often so be on the lookout for them. 
Speaking of “‘take-outs” of partner's 
no-trump bid, how about the following: 


Hearts — K, J, 10, 7 
Clubs —4 

Diamonds — J, 10, 9, 6 
Spades — J, 9, 5,4 


No score, rubber game. Z dealt, and bid 
one no-trump. If ssed, what should 
Y bid? Y should bid two hearts, Witha 
hand of this type containing three four- 
card suits and a singleton, don’t hesi- 
tate to take out with the strongest of 
the four-card suits. It is a hand that is 
hopeless ‘at no-trump but very stron 
if played at a suit bid. If Z had play 
this hand at one no-trump he would 
have failed to make his bid by two 
tricks, Played at hearts, Y made three 
hearts. Be on the lookout for opportuni- 
ties to take out with this type of hands, 
They come up very frequently.

Z dealt and bid 
one club, What is the proper bidding of 
the other hands? Some readers may 
criticize Z's original bid of one club, but 
the two-suit character of his hand justi- 
fies the bid. A should then bid one 
spade, He also has a two-suit hand, 
spades and diamonds, and should bid 
the higher valued suit first. Y also has 
two suits, hearts and diamonds, so his 
Proper bid is two hearts, the higher 
Valued of these two. B has a legitimate 
two space bid, as he has at least three 
tricks in support of his partner's spade 
declaration, 


Z is now in a position where he can 
double two spades or pass. His hand is 
80 strong that it merits a double, es- 
pecially after Y's two heart bid. A must 
pass the double as his secondary suit of 

‘amonds is too wealk to bid, especially

, Phe ial dicult problom is what Y 
Should co efter A passes the double, He 
lias two e!\-card suits, a holding that 
comes up co rarely that it is not sub- 
Ject to any set rules, At first glance it 
would secm that Y should bid three 
diamonds over the two spade double, 
but upon more serious consideration 
tuch a bid would be uneound. Z's origi- 
nal bid of one club and his subsequent 
couble cf two spades should 


least ten black cards. If that is so, he 
can have little or no help for the heart 
or diamond bids, On the other hand Y 
has two aces which should prove very 
valuable in helping Z defeat two spades. 
For these very evident reasons, Y should 
pass the two spade double, 

B, of course, must pass. Y should 
open the ace of hearts, When Z's single- 
ton queen falls, Y should lead the jack 
of hearts which B should cover with the 
king. Z should trump and lead the jack 
of diamonds, A should not cover but Y 
should play the queen so that he can 
take the lead and make his good heart 
trick, on which Z should discard a low 
club. ¥ should now lead his ace of dia- 
monds. Whatever trump B uses, Zshould 
overtrump and lead the king of clubs, 
on which A should discard a diamond, 
B should win the trick and return a 
spade. Z should play the jack and A 
should win the trick and lead the king 
of diamonds which B should trump 
with the queen of spades, If Z over- 
trumps with the king of spades, he will 
not get another trick, His best play is 
to discard a low club, B must now | 
a club which A must trump, thereafter 
leading either a diamond or a trump.

least sixty-five extra Pullmans. These were 
the State of Maine Express (in four sections), 
through to New York by Worcester; the Bar 
Harbor-New York 5 ee and the Bar 
Harbor-Pennsylvania Express (in _three 
sections), which in addition to bringing 
campers from eastern points, took on many 
extra coaches at Lowell from Vermont and 
New Hampshire points.

An interesting compilution of the 
dates of the founding of the great unl- 
versities of the world has been made 
as follows: The University of Oxford 
wus founded by King Alfred in 872;

bishop of Elv, in 1257; the University 
of Paris was founded by King Philip 
Il, about 1200. The first university of 
the German empire was at Prague, 
Bohemia, 1848; Trinity college, Dub- 
lin, was incorporuted by royal charter 
In 1591; the University of Edinburgh, 
the youngest In Scotlund, was founded 
in 1582 by a churter by King James 
IV of Scotland, 171 yeurs after St. An- 
drews, the most ancient. Harvard unl- 
versity had its beginning at Newton, 
afterward Cambridge, Mass., in 1636; 
Yale university had its beginning at 
Saybrook, Conn., in 1700, and was re- 
moved to New Haven, in 1716, and the 
William and Mary college was started 
in 1617, and was chartered at Wil- 
lamsburg, Va., In 1693.

The length of the tube Is taken as the 
base of a trinngle. The distunce is 
then figured out muthematically. The 
degree of accuracy depends upon the 
visibility conditions and the distance 
can usually be ascertained within a 
few hundred yards of the exact dis 
tance.

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Improvements 


With the completion of the Haverhill 
street underpass, thus making possible 
the opening of this roadway as a through 
highway from Lowell to Haverhill, an 
important step has been taken in An- 
dover’s program of improvements.

speech, a8 have some of the quaint 
but unorthodox expressions of Kip 
ling. 

“The multiplicity of new activity 
which our modern life enjoys requires 
its special langung. and we have the 
slang of aviation sport, and even sci- 
ence, the best of which finds Its way 
ultimately into the dictionary.”

uals. This help consisted of restoring 
homes and other buildings, procuring 
houshold goods and furniture, provid- 
ing clothing, and assisting small busi- 
ness houses to re-establish themselves 
and get back on an operating basis. 

For farmers, who suffered specially 
heavy losses in Vermont, assistance 
was extended in reclaiming land which 
had been washed out by the water or 
covered with silt, stones and other de- 
posits; providing new farms where the 
land was damaged beyond reclama- 
tion; rebuilding homes and barns; re- 
stocking farms with implements and 
live stock, and providing feed and 
seed until farmers were in a position 
to take care of their own needs. 

In a statement commenting on this 
relisf program among the farmers, 
Commissione. of Agriculture E. H. 
Jones, cf Vermont, said: 

“] regard the farm rehabilitation 
which has been made possible from 
funds disbursed by the Red Cross as 
an extremely important factor in the 
recovery from the flood which is be- 
ing made by the State of Vermont as 
a whole. 

“On behalf of the farmers who have 
received this generous assistance,” he 
sald, “1 desire to express our hearty 
thanks and appreciation for it to- 
gether with my personal gratification 
that the agricultural rehabilitation of 
Vermont has been £0 liberally aided.” 

The Vermont State Red Cross Ad- 
visory Committee, composed of seven 
prominent citizens, headed by State 
Auditor Gates, of Montpelier, said in 
a formal resolution passed just prior 
to the closing of the work, that “the 
Red Cross came to the ald and assis- 
tance of the suffering people of the 
area, furnishing rellef in emergency 
cases by supplying food, clothing, shel- 
ter and medical aid to the needy and 
sick. 

“It has in a very substantial way,” 
the resolution continues, “assisted in 
rehabilitating the loss and damage 
caused by the flood and has greatly 
aided in a supreme effort to restore 
Vermont and her people to a normal 
condition.” 

Chairman Gates, of this committee, 
in commenting on the relief work, 
said he betieved that “the spirit which 
brought the Red Cross to Vermont 
stimulated rehabilitating activities 
everywhere in the area, and the rapidi- 
ty with which we have come back is 
due in no small degree to the efforts 
of this organization. It was, indeed, a 
task, and much credit is due it.” 

Another expression of appreciation 
for the reconstruction work came in 
@ recent letter to Chairman John Bar- 
ton Payne, of the Red Cross, from 
Fred A. Howland, of Montpelier, Ver- 
mont, president of the National Life 
Insurance Company. Mr. Howland said 
he feels that the Red Cross “has been 
very generous in its handling of the 
Vermont situation, which undoubtedly 
presented new and troublesome prob. 
lems somewhat different than the or 
ganization has had to cope with in 
other parts of the country.” 

Although the Red Cross has official 
ly closed its relief headquarters in the 
flood area, many families will continue 
to receive help for some time. Approx: 
imately $168,000 will be disbursed in 
Vermont by Red Cross chapters within 
the next few months in the form of 
trust funds for specially needy fami 
lies, and for the completion of certain 
relief projects now under way. This 
money has already been awarded to 
specific families, and no new or addi- 
tional appropriations will be made, 
Red Cross officials say. 

While not comparable in aise to the 
great Mississippi Valley flood of 1927, 
in which Red Cross expenditures will) 
exceed $17,000,000, the completion of 
the New England flood reconstruction 
program brings to a close the most ex: 
tensive disaster relief task the organ: 
ization has cver faced in that section 
of the country.

In his weekly interview today Mr. Babson 
discusses the subject of business and its 
relation to national politics, He feels that 
both Presidential candidates are safe men for 
business. Mr. Babson also explodes the old 
theory that Presidents make business pros- 
perity or business depression. Rather it is the 
other way around—business conditions make 
or break presidents. He feels that the crop 
situation will be a very important factor in 
the coming election. 

The political situation in itself is not ex- 
pected to exert any great influence on con- 
ditions. Possibly business would feel a trifle 
more confident in Hoover but it has no real 
objections to Smith. Both parties have 
declared for a tariff that will protect Ameri- 
can industry and American labor. Wall 
Street, however, is somewhat disappointed 
in both candidates. Wall Street is nominally 
Republican but it does not care for Hoover. 
Wall Street likes Smith but it does not care 
for the entire Democratic ticket. Conse- 
quently the stock market is likely to be 
highly sensitive over the next few months, 


more from psychological factors than any- 
thing else, 


Business Makes Presidents 

It is like putting the cart before the horse 
to say that the outcome of the election will 
determine what business will be over the 
next four years, Statistics clearly show that 
business conditions make Presidents—Presi- 
dents do not ‘make business conditions. We 
have had periods of prosperity under Re- 
publican Presidents and we have had the 
same thing under Democratic Presidents. 
Also we have seen business depressions under 
both parties, Of the five major depressions 
since 1899 three have occurred under 
Republican Administrations and two under 
Democratic. Of the four major booms two 
have occurred under Republicans and two 
under Democrats. 

Similarly the theory that years in which 
Presidential Elections occur are always bad 
for business is not borne out by history. 
We have seen good election years and bad 
ones, True the stock market frequently has a 
case of “nerves” in the pre-election period. 
Business as a whole is influenced by funda- 
mental factors. Of course when there have 
been vital economic issues at stake-such as the 
Free Silver Campaign in 1896 and [ariff 
uncertainty, arecelecebon hesitancy has slowed 
business down somewhat, but this year both 
candidates have declared their intention of 
doing nothing that would interfere with the 
normal progress of industry and trade. Both 
men are, however, primarily interested in the 
average business men and their problems 
rather than in big business, Hoover is inter- 
ested from a scientific point of view; while 
Smith is interested from a personal and 
instinctive point of view.

Business and Crops Will Influence 
Election 


The best guide to the outcome of this 
year’s election will be the trend of business 
and crops. Good fall business and a large crop 
harvest at fair prices would favor Hoover. 
Especially important are crops because of the 
discontent in the farming regions. History 
shows Presidents are chosen largely as a 
result of these two factors. When business 
is poor, employment dull and farmers dis- 
satisfied with crop money returns, people 
demand a change from the prevailing part 
in power, regardless of whether it is Republi- 
can or Democratic. 


Crop Outlook Good 


Ideal growing weather during July has 
dispelled most of the anxiety over the crop 
outlook. With the exception of rye, rice, 
sugar beets and hay the harvest should ex- 
ceed 1927. Cotton should yield about 10 
percent higher. Wheat, which caused much 
worry earlier in the year has shown one of the 
most remarkable recoveries in history. Corn 
promises a bumper crop. Of course it should 

remembered that whether the farmer 
prospers or suffers depends on two things 
(1) the size of his crop and (2) the price he 
gets for it. The question, therefore is whether 
the large harvests this season will offset the 
weakness that has developed in prices. Al- 
though the prospect is for prices of some 
grains to work lower, nevertheless yields are 
so promising that the farmers’ pocket-books 
should be fatter than last year. This is 
articularly true in the Northwest and 
uthwest. The corn prospect is excellent so 
far, but of course much depends upon weather 
conditions in the next few weeks. Barring 
early frost, heavy yields are anticipated. 

Regarding business, the second big factor 
in the Election, conditions are just about 
normal. Recently some signs of revival have 
occurred. Car loadings are improving for the 
first time since the first of the year. Auto- 
mobiles are very active, exports are strong. 
Retail trade has been much helped by season- 
able weather; On the other hand, demand for 
cotton goods has declined and textiles gen-

This year the 
crops are going to have an important effect 
on business, Much of the indebtedness of past 
poor years on the farms has been liquidated, 
which means that any real increase in 
farmers’ income will be more free for the 
purchase of various goods which they have 
needed before but could not afford. 


Coolidge ‘‘Luck’’ For Hoover? 


Much has been said about ‘Coolidge 
luck.” Personally, I feel that so-called “luck” 
usually comes to the man who deserves it. 
Fortune has a way of smiling on those who, 
through hard work and high character, are 
fitted for it. However, it was doubtless true 
that the good crop returns to the farmers in 
1924 played a large part in piling up the 
huge plurality for Coolidge in 1924. Total 
crop money jumped from $9,468,000,000 in 
1923. to $10,043,000,000 in 1924, just in 
time to allay much of the discontent in the 
farming areas. It is hard to convince a man 
that political administrations or anything 
else need changing when he sees his income 
rising, Instead of a radical he becomes a 
conservative. It may be that Hoover will 
this year reap similar benefits, Of course, 
good crops alone won't determine the elec- 
tion. A crop failure, on the other hand, would 
have been pretty hard on Republican 
chances. 


Business Fortunate in Candidates 


Both Hoover and Smith are anxious to 
serve the American people as a whole rather 
than any special group or section. Although 
I do not agree with Smith on Prohibition I 
realize that on this he is conscientious. Both 
candidates are men with big hearts. If either 
makes mistakes it will be because of their 
Over-anxiousness to make others happy. 
Which ever way the election goes, American 
business and the American people generally 
are assured of a man of high purposes and 
marked executive ability. Business by the
